ing from other cuuutriea An induce- 
ment of this character would insure tiic 
needed guarantee, becaus(> any projiosi- 
tion that will contribute lo the cxpan 
jiion of his i-omuierce always finds favor 
with John Bi:ll. But wo have 
S^rave doubt.s if Cuiiada would coiisrnt, 
«vcn if sho'could do so, to lower the 
tarifl' on goods corning from England, 
k would matter very little to Cana- 
dians whc'her the goods that captured 
tlif^ir hoinc-riiai-i:et eaiTK! from ICnglanii 
or the United States, so long as they 
did not enjoy the market tbcnisolvcs.

Woatherly was a well-known man in 
what I believe are called fashionable 
circles in London, and will leave many 
an ohl cotnrade who respects his chiv- 
alry and oiuerprise to mourn for that 
fi ieiidsliip which has changed to respect 
and gratitude."

John Bright'.s late Birmingham speech 
contains this stinging passage; "I said 
tho Governor-General of India. Well, 
lie has, I think, about eight gentlemen 
sitting with him in what is called a 
Council. They Uvo for a portion of 
the year iu Calcutta, which is consider- 
ed the capital, but I believe for the lar 
ger portion of the year they live about 
a thousand miles off, in a hilly country, 
Mlit'i'c the climate is bearable and tem- 
per.ite; and there, in a room that would 
be big enough if it was only 
twelve feet square, they carry on 
the whole — the main portion, at 
any rate— of the government of 200,- 
000,000 of the Queen's subjects. 
[Shame.] 'I'hc ta.xation, as I havo 
said, is op]ires.sl\e, and op])ressive lo a 
degree that all the authorities in India 
say that you cannot turn the screw any 
more. If you do something worse, 
then a deficient revenue may follow. 
Nearly half of the whole net taxation 
of the country is devoted to the sup- 
port of tho army. [Shame.] There 
are 120,000 native troops, and latterly, 
owing to this war in Afghanistan, it is 
said they have been adding 15,000 
more to those troops; and there are 60,- 
000 English troops who, it is said, are 
mainly kept there to watch the 120,- 
000 native troops." (Laughter.)
